5. An apparatus for transferring liquid substances to cigarettes (12) of a 
cigarette group (11), corresponding to the contents of a cigarette pack 

(10) , comprising: 

a) an endless cigarette conveyer with pockets (20) for a r e sp e ctiv e 
c i gar e tt e group (11) compr i s i ng a pock e t cha i n (17) f or transporting 
respective cigarette groupsf^ the cigarettes (12) of the cigarette groups 

(11) afe -beinq arranged in the pockets (20) transversely to the 
conveying direction such that free end surfaces of the cigarettes (12) 
are directed sideways, and 

b} at least one stationary or movable flavoring subassembly (28) 
comprising at least one metering unit (29)for transferring the 
substance(s) to at least one cigarette group (1 1 ) as the positions of the 
metering unit (29) and cigarette group (1 1 ) relative to one another 
momentarily coincide; 

c) said flavoring subassembly comprising an introduction needle (32) 
arranged so that it is introduced into a gap (33) formed between 
adjacent cigarettes (12) of a cigarette group (1 1) for transferring a 
determinable quantity of substance to individual gaps (33) for the 
operation of feeding the substance. 

6. An apparatus for transf e rr i ng liqu i d substanc e s to cigar e tt e s (12) 
charact e riz e d i n that cigar e tt e s (12) wh i ch ar e formed into a cigar e tt e 
group (11) corr e sponding to th e cont e nts of a c i gar e tt e pack (10) and 
th e cigar e tt e conv e y e r i s ass i gn e d a f i x e d or movable flavoring 
subass e mbly (28) which has at l e ast on e m e t e r i ng un i t (29) during a 
mom e ntary standsti l l, or dur i ng th e conv e ying mov e m e nt, of th e 
c i garett e group (11). 

7. The apparatus as claimed in claim §5, characterized in that, with the 
cigarette conveyer being driven cyclically, with a cyclically moving 
conveying strand (18), said stationary flavoring subassembly (28) is 
arranged alongside the moving path of the cigarette conveyer such that 
during the standstill of the cigarette conveyer, one or more metering 



units (29) arranged one beside tlie other is/are positioned opposite a 
respective cigarette group (1 1) opposite tlie filter-free ends of the 
cigarettes (12), and such that, during the standstill, substance can be 
transferred from the metering unit (29) to the adjacent cigarette group 
(11). 

8. The apparatus as claimed in claim 7, characterized in that the -said 
conveyor comprises a pocket chain (17) which is moved cyclically by 
the distance of four pockets (20) in each case, the flavoring 
subassembly (28) has four metering units (29) located one beside the 
other in accordance with the spacing between the pockets (20).

12. The apparatus as claimed in claims, claim 4415. characterized in 
that the secen^substance or the-a_portion (30) thereof is transferred to 
the inside of an exposed folding tab of the inner wrapper (25) prior to 
the folding tab being folded. 

13. The apparatus as claimed in claim 441 5. characterized in that the 
s e cond substance is transferred by a-the metering unit (29), having a 
nozzle head which is positioned in a stationary manner alongside the 
movement path of the inner wrapper (25), as the inner wrapper (25), is 
transported by said folding turret (21), the metering unit (29) or nozzle 
head (31 ) for discharging the-a_portion of said substance (30) being 
directed obliquely, or at an angle, in relation to the folding tab . 

14. The apparatus as claimed in claim 12. characterized in that a 
plurality of portions (30) which follow one after another in the conveying 
direction is transferred to the folding tab^ 

15. An apparatus for transferring liquid substances to cigarettes (12) of a 
cigarette group (11). correspondina to the contents of a ciaarette pack (10). 
comprising: 

a) a packaging folding turret for packing the group of cigarettes in an inner 
wrapper (25) having folding tabs (42). Tandl 



b) a fixed or movable flavouring subassembly (28) which has at least one 
meterino unit (29) for transferring fthel a flavouring substance to the inside 
surface of at least one folding tab (42) of the inner wrapper (25) during a 
momentary standstill or during the conveying movement of the folding turret, and 

c) a folding mechanism for folding the tab against the cigarettes so that the 
flavouring substance on the tab is exposed to the cigarettes within the package.
